Things dial influence 
car insurance costs > 


Inevitably, automobile insurance rates must go up or down depending on whether the 
claims being paid are going up or down. In the long run, the money paid out to settle 
claims and to run the business cannot continually exceed the amount of money col¬ 
lected in premiums. 

In recent years, practically all the things which determine how much money has to be 
paid out have been increasing. Here are some of them: 

1 The Cost el Cars — The $2,000 car of yesterday has become the 
$3,000-$4,000 car of today. And even a "low price" car may smash another 
vehicle costing much more. The cost of insurance must always be related to 
the cost of repair or replacement. 

2 The Styling of Cars — The modern car has many improvements 
over the car of yesterday — all costing money. Wrap-around windshields 
improve visibility, but cost five times as much to replace when broken. 
Power steering improves handling, but is expensive to repair. One-piece 
body units eliminate rattles but skyrocket replacement costs. In cost of parts 
alone, the repair bill that must come out of insurance premiums is more than 
double that of yesterday. 

% 

3 The Cost of Bepairs — Quite aside from parts, the average garage 
repair bill is far higher than it used to be, because the garage's costs have 
gone up also and the garage repairman gets a higher rate of pay than he 
used to — as do most Canadians today. 

4 Increased Medical Costs — Hospitals, too, must charge higher rates 
today than they used to — and once again this cost must come out of the 
car insurance premium. Other medical costs are similarly increased. 

5 The Costs of "Lost Time " — Canadians generally, are drawing con¬ 
siderably higher incomes than they used to. That means that the costs of 
keeping an accident victim off work until his injuries are healed are sub¬ 
stantially increased. This is another cost which has to come out of the 


6 The Number of Accidents — Naturally, the cost of car insurance is 
greatly affected by the number of accidents in relation to the number of cars 
insured. Thanks to the efforts of many people, this ratio of accidents has 
started to go down — only moderately down as yet, and not nearly enough 
to offset all the costs which have been going up. Nevertheless, this trend 
toward a lower accident ratio — a trend we all can assist by careful driving 
— probably holds the best hope of all for keeping auto insurance costs down 
in the future.

URGENTLY NEEDED 


During the past few years the Canadian Wheat 
Board has been steadily building a market for Cana¬ 
dian grain in Japan. The Japanese have consistently 
pointed out that their ability to buy is curtailed by 
the market they can find for their own goods. In spite 
of an imbalance of trade with this country, of almost 
two to one against her, Japan has risen to be Canada’s 
second best customer for grain. 

Recently, in the face of this developing market 
and our lagging reciprocal trade, the federal govern¬ 
ment prevailed upon the Japanese to “voluntarily” 
curtail their exports of textiles to this country in 
order to protect the Canadian market for our own 
textile manufacturers. This action has been taken for 
the benefit of an industry that is already heavily pro¬ 
tected by tariffs. It can have nothing but a detrimen¬ 
tal effect on the maintenance and hoped for expan¬ 
sion of the Japanese rtiarket for Canadian grain. 
Western farmers look upon the development with 
grave concern. 

If our Canadian manufacturers have to be pam¬ 
pered and protected, why doesn’t the government pay 
them a subsidy out of the public treasury instead of 
penalizing the farming industry that can and will 
stand on its own if given a chance? Authorities ap¬ 
parently prefer to aid industry by making the farmer 
pay a double-barrelled toll. First, he has his markets 
jeopardized abroad by having it made more difficult 
for customers to pay for his grain and secondly, he is 
forced to pay the Canadian manufacturer’s inflated, 
tariff-protected prices when he could obtain cheaper, 
and often superior goods, from the would-be pur¬ 
chasers of his grain.

How valuable is a local news- 
| paper advertising to local busi¬ 
ness? Here’s what the American 
Bankers magazine, a publication 
which represents a traditionally, 
hard-headed profession, has to say: 
"No business man or woman in 
any town should allow a news¬ 
paper to go to press without his 
or her name and business being 
mentioned somewhere in its 
columns. 

"This does not mean that you 
should have a whole, half or even 
a quarter page advertisment in 
each issue of the paper, but your 
name and address should be men¬ 
tioned if you do not use more than 
a two line space. A stranger pic-k¬ 
ing up a newspaper should be able 
to tell what business is represented 
in a town . . . its the best possible 
town advertiser. 

“The man or woman who docs 
not advertise does an injustice to 
himself or herself and definitely to 
the town.”
